^'  Powers,  yet  you  have  not  Courage

"  to  what  you  have  undergone — You 
"  have  a  very  good  Chance  for  getting 
^'  it,  but  were  there  a  Thouland  to 
"  one  againft  you,  in  Honour,  you 
'^  ought  not  tamely  to  relinquilh  that 
"  which  is  fo  much  your  Right — If 
^'  my  Advice  may  prevail,  I  give  it 
"  you ;  —  be  bold  in  this  Affair— You 
*^  will,  I  know,  meet  with  fome  Re-

— Mr.  Cam^- 
helly  as  is  his  Cuftom,  carried  her  up^ 
Stairs,  where  Hie  had  not  ftaid  above  half 
an  Hour,  but  flie  came  down  again 
B  2  in 
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in  as  great  a  tranfport  of  Joy,  as  before 
fhe  had  been  in  of  Grief,  and  fliewed 
us  a  Paper  in  which  he  had  writ  thefe 
Words. 

"  Hamtah  Weei^  Defpair  not,  I  will 
^^  engage  you  your  Money,  or  the  beft 
"  Part  of  it  in  a  few  Days — Give  me 
"  fomething  in  Hand. 

He  has  writ  my  Name  exaftly,  faid 
fhe,    and  I   know  by  that   Teftimony 
of  his  Capacity,  that  he  can  make  good 
his  Promife— Therefore,  before  all  thefe 
People,  I  folemnly  fwear,  that  the  Mo- 
ment my  Money  is  brought  I  will  fend 
for  him,  and  he  fliall  tell  Guinea  for 
Guinea  with  mie,  but  at  prefent  I  have 
but  Ten  Shillings  in  the  World,  and 
that  I   will    give  him— As   fhe   fpoke 
thefe  Words,  The  put  four  half  Crowns 
into  his  Hand,  and  reiterated  what  flie 
had    faid    concerning    his  fharing   the 
Monev,  with  unnumberMIm-precarions. 
About   the  Full  of    the  Moon   added 
Mr.  Camplell^   the  Perfon   w^ill  return 
your  Money — Away  fhe  went  perfeft- 
ly  pleas'd,    and  in  the  Space   of  four 
Days  fent  liim  Word,    that  in  an  old 
Drawer  in  a  common  Kitcheii  fhe  had 

found 


found  One    Hundred  and   Fifty  Gui- 
neas and  two  Crown  Pieces,   and  de- 
firM  he  would  come  to  her  immediate- 
ly— He  obeyM  her  Summons^  but  was 
fiirprizM  at  his  going  to  the  Houfe,  to 
find  the  Street  full  of  People,  and  fuch 
a  Mob  about  the  Door,  that  he  could 
fcarce  pafs — The  Reafon  was,  it  feems, 
that  when  fhe  had  found  the  Money, 
her   Excefs   of  Joy  and  AftoniHiment 
was  fo  great,  that  ftie  flew  immediate- 
ly into  the  Street,   crying  out  to  her 
Neighbours — Mr.  Cam^lell  has  brought 
me    my  Money  ! — Mr.  Camflell   has 
brought  me  my  Money  1  And  then  re- 
counted   to  them  the    ftrange   Means 
by  which  it  was  reftor'd,  and  that  the 
Perfon    who    had    done    this    Wonder 
would  be  there  immediately.     At  this 
they  all  gathered  in  hopes  of  feeing  him, 
imagining  there  was  fomething  in   his 
Figure  dilferent  from  other  Men  ;  they 
were  fo  poffcft  with  this  Idea,  that  he 
went  through    them    into    the  Houfe 
without   being  fufpefted  for   the  Con- 
jurer.

This  Mrs.  JVeed  put  me  in  Mind  of  a 
Story  I  have  heard  oi*  a  S-^aniardj  who 
being  in  a  Storm  at  Sea,  and  in  great 
Danger,  promisM  to  fet  up  a  Candle 
as  big  as  a  Maypole  to  the  Virgin  Mary 
when  he  came  on  Shore,  but  as  foon 
as  he  found  hlmfelf  fafe,  faid,  a  Candle 
of  fix  in  the  Pound  v/ould  do  very 
well. 

The  fame  Day  Mr.  Cain-j^lell  paid  a 
Vifit  in  St.  Catherine' s^Lane^  to  a  Man 
who  had  loft  fome  Siiv^er  Spurs  which 
were  not  his  ov/n — It  had  made  fuch  a 
Difturbance  in  his  Family,  that  to  know 
the  Perfon  who  had  taken  them,  he  would 
have  given  ten  Times  more  than  the 
Worth  of  what  v/as  ftole.  Mr.  Campbell 
being  very  much  invited,  and  promised 
a  Reward  for  the  Trouble  he  had  been 
at,  took  the  opportunity  when  he 
w^as  ib  near,  to  go  thither  ;  but  at  his 
Entrance,  found  the  Husband  very  cold, 
^nd  the  Wife  raving  and  crying  out, 
w^hat,  would  you  go  to  the  Devil  for 
your  Spurs  ! — The  Man,  on  the  other 
Hand,  had  been  threatVied  to  be  taken 
up  for  fomiC  unguarded  Words  he  had 
let    fall    from   fome    Defcription    Mr. 

Camj)bell 
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Camflell  had  given  him  when  he  was 
at  his  Houfe — Every  Thing  was  in  fo 
much  Coafufion  that  Mr.  Campbell 
wiHf  d  himfelf  out,  but  caUing  for  Ibme 
Liquor  before  he  went,  the  ungrateful 
Man,  inftead  of  the  Reward  he  had  been 
made  to  expefl:,  let  him  pay  for  it  him- 
felf-— I  never  could  find  him  in  the  leaft 
Guilty  of  Covetoufnefs,  nor  did  I  ever 
hear  him  accusM  of  it,  but  fuch  Treat- 
ment put  him  extremely  out  of  Hu- 
mour, and  he  was  very  near  taking  a 
Refolution  never  to  trouble  himfelf  any 
more  with  ftolen  Goods.

This  was  an  ill  time  for  any  one  to 
follicite  Mr.  Campbell  on  this  fcore, 
having  juft  met  with  fo  ill  a  Return 
lor  what  he  had  done — He  writ  to  the 
young  Man  a  brief  Account  of  the  un- 
grateful Treatment  he  had  received, 
and  acquainted  him  with  his  Defigu 
to  meddle  no  more  in  any  fiich  Affair — 
Nothiiig  could  exclaim  more  againft' 
the  Balenefs  of  People  who  when  their 
own  Turns  were  ferv'd,  forgot  the  Per- 
fon  to  whom  they  ow'd  the  Obligati- 
on, than  did  this  young  Man,  proteft- 
ing,  that  if  he  got  the  Money  by  Mr. 
Cmifle]i\  Means,  he  would  make  him 
a  Prefent  of  Ten  Guineas — But  all  he 
could  fay  did  not  at  this  time  prevail- 
About  a  Day  or  two  afterwards  I  hap- 
ned  to  be  at  Mr.  CamflelPsj  when  he 
came  to  his  own  Houle,  and  repeated 
the  Requeft  he  had  before  made  him, 
in  Terms  fo  moving,  that  he  drew 
Tears  from  my  Eyes,  and  feveral  o- 
ther  Ladies,  who  then  hapned  to 
be    there  ;    we   all  joia'd   to  entreat 

the 
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the  Seer  to  pity  his  Condition^  and  at 
laft  had  the  Succefs  we  wilh'd.  .He 
undertook  to  get  his  Money  for  hint' 
again,  but  at  the  fame  time  writ  thefe 
Words— -You  would  fend  a  Man  to 
Nevogate  whom  you  fufpefl: — ri)  have 
no  Hand  in  Blood,  lay  afide  thofe  Mea- 
fures,  and  you  fliall  have  your  Money 
without  Shame  to  any  Body— This  was 
confehted  to,  and  the  poor  Youth  wait- 
ed Mr.  CamphelPs  Leifure  till  Eleven 
at  Night,  was  with  him  every  Day, 
din'd,  fuppM  with  liim,  was  treated  by 
him  as  his  Child — But  before  nine  Days 
was  over,  Mr.  Campiell  loft  his  Com- 
.  pany— And  I  hapning  to  ask  after  him, 
he  laugh'd  heartily,  and  writ — He  has 
got  his  Money,  or  he  would  not  be 
ablent ^ 

About  three  Days  after,  Mr.  Cam^lell 
met  him  in  the  Street,  and  would  needs 
have  him  Home  with  him — Confcious 
of  his  Breach  ofPromifeand  Honour- 
He  writ— I  have  got  my  Money,  my 
Friend  only  took  it  out  of  a  Jeft  to 
frighten  me,  but  however  I  will  give 
Mr.  Campbell  a  Moidore,  I  live  in— 
Street  in  "Piccauth—hwt  he  never  came 
nor  fent,  nor  could  be  heard  of  after* 

C  Thefe 
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Thefe.  and  feveral  others  the  like 
Paflages,  the  Gentleman  before-menti- 
onM  was  an  Eye-witnefs  of,  as  were 
jnany  other  Perfons  of  Credit  and  Un-* 
derlTanding — One  Day  therefore  he  writ 
to  Mr*  Campbell  in  this  manner,

^^  That  he  was  not  born  for  bimfelf^ 
^'  that  he  did  every  Body  Service,  but 
*^  never  had  it  in  his  Power  to  do  any 
^*  for  himfeUV  But,  refumM  the  Gen^ 
tleman, 

*^  You  are  affli£led  with  Sickneft, 
*'  and  ading  in  fo  publick  a  manner  as 
*'  you  do,  muft  needs  have  drawn  on 
^'  you  many  Enemies — I  am  no  Stranger 
^'  to  the  ftruggles  you  have  had  to  de- 
^^  fend  your  felf  againft  the  moft  un* 
^'  heard-of  Barbarities  for  thefe  laft 
^'  feven  Yeavs  i  and  that  it  is  not  the 

[[  getting 
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"  getting  of  Five  Hundred  Pounds  a 
^'  Year  can  preferve  you  from  Ruin, 
^'  while  the  Power  and  Malice  of  thofe 
*^  who  labour  for  your  undoing  con- 
^'  tinues  in  the  fame  Vigour.  I  have 
^'  a  Friend  who  is  as  much  concernM 
^'  for  you  as  my  felf— We  will  equally 
*^  join- — You  mall  have  a  thouland 
^'  Pounds— Five  hundred  Pounds  We 
^'  will  Article  for,  and  One  hundred 
"^^  Pounds  you  fliall  have  paid  yoii  on

*^  ther  you  muft  go  on  a  Bufinefs  of 
^'  great  Importance— Get  a  Lawyer  of 
^'  your  own,  let  the  Contraft  be  made 
^^  as  firm  as  it  can  be — 

Mr.  Campbell  thought  this  an  oflfei* 
too  advantagious  to  be  refusM,  efpeci* 
ally  when  it  proceeded  from  the  Friend-- 
fl'iip  of  Perfons  of  fuch  Confequence  and 
Honour,  as  he  believM  this  Geatlemai). 
^nd  his  Friend  to  be. 

The  next  Day  they  came  together, 
a  Scrivener  of  Mr.  CamflelPs  own  chu-^ 
fing  drew  up  the  Writings— One  Arti^ 
cle  of  which  was,  that  he  fhould  tell

■  qoj  but  all. on  a  fadden  he  found  his 
Triexlds  grow  cold-— They  would  not 
affiii  him  v/irh  any  Money  till  he 
Landed  in  Holland  ;  but  ftill  continued 
to  alTure  him,  that  the  Moment  he  did, 
lais  Bills;  fljould  be  paid— This  made  him 
alittle,  at.;^  Ipfs,  and  he  was  diffuaded 
.t)3/^^'.'piany  People  from  etnbarking  in 
thi^/Expedition,  but  he,  confidering  he 
was  not  only '  boiuid  "by  his  Articles, 
but  by  his  Honour  alfo,  after  liaying 
fome,W|;eks  longer  than  he  defign'd, 
at  laft  embarkM,  with  a  few  Guineas 
in  his  Pocket,  which  they  had  given 
^im  for  earnefl:,  trufting.himfelf  entire- 
ly to  Providence,  and  to  th^  Generofity 

of 
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of  thofe  who  had  engagM  hiin  to  this 
Voyage* 

The  grand  Defign  of  their  going  is 
what  I  never  could  difcover,  but  hap- 
ning  to  vifit  the  Family  in  his  Abfence, 
I  found  fome  Letters,  among  which 
was  a  foul  Copy  of  one  he  had  writ, 
I  believe,  to  the  Gentleman  on  whofe 
Inftigations  he.went--The  meaning  ap- 
pears t(f  me  pretty  ambiguous,  but  per- 
haps may  be  more  intelligible  to  your 
Lordfliip's  Capacity— I  have  therefore 
tranfcrib'd  it, 

SIR, 

I  Was  always  averfe  to  asking  any 
Favours  for  my  felf,  for  I  ever 
had  a  Spirit  and  Purfe  to  defend  my 
lelf,  though  the  latter  has  frequently 
been  emptied  for  the  Afliftance  of 
diftrefsM Gentlemen — Their  Fortunes, 
and  fomctimes  their  very  Lives,  have 
been  owing  to  my  Care — But  as  to 
my  own  Affairs,  my  good  Angel 
feems  to  have  abandoned  me — I  have

**  I  have  nothing  to  accufe   my   Con-

^'  being  as  you  were  lb  kind  to  tell  me,

digioufly  furprizM  at  Mr.  CamphelPs 
leaving  all  his  Cuftomers  in  this  man- 
ner, and  as  curious  to  know  what  had 
occafion'd  it  ;  I  agreed  with  a  very 
cunning  Fellow,  who  I  knew  could 
turn  himfelf  into  any  Shape,  to  go  over 
to  Holland^  in  the  fame  Ship,  and  be  a 
conftant  Follower  of  him  wherefbever 
Jie  went,  and  write  me  an  Account  from 
time  to  time  of  all  that  pafs'd  worthy 
of  Gbfervation— Accordingly  he  fent 
me  an  Account  of  the  Voyage  as  fol^ 
lows.

«  a  Coffee-houfe  about    Cbarmg-crols -. 
"  I  found  every  Body  in  the  Ship  knew 
"  him,  and  was  big  with  ExptOation  to 
"  have  their  Fortunes  told  'em.  Tae  hrit 
<'  who  ■  attack'd    him    was  a  Watch- 
-maker's Wife,    who  was    going  to 
"  Holland  to  her  Husband,    lo  drunlc, 
"  flie  could  hardly  ftand,  with  a  nafty

^'  after  worthy  of  Notice,  rill  we  landed 

"  at  the  Wine-havefi  at  Rotterdam.      I

^'  but  he  had  not  walkM  half  a  Street 

^'  before  he  met  feven  or  eight  Gen-

"  to  the  no  fmall  Mirth  of  the  whole

"  made  your  Ladyfliip  laugh,  was,  that

^'  verle,  and  moft  averle  to  Cerem.o-

^'  Perfons  of  Rank  who  happened 
^*  to  be  there,  efpecially  an  Elderly 
*'  Gentleman  who  had  a  confiderable 
^'  Poft  in  the  Cuftom-houfe  ;  he  was 
*'  a  great  Virtuofo,  and  a  Man  of  good 
*'  Manners.  After  paying  Mr.  Camp- 
*^  hell  many  fine  Compliments,  he  askt

"It  growing  late  the  Gentleman 
"  would  needs  accompany  him  to  Rot- 
"  terdam  himfelf,  and  ordeVd  his  Coach 
"  and  four  Horfes  to  be  got  ready 
"for  that  Purpofe. —  At  coming  there, 
"  he  would  carry  him  to  a  Houfe  of 
^'  Entertainment,  treated  him  with  Ar- 
"  rack  Punch,  and  the  richeft  Wines 
"  could  be  got,  and  poor  Mr.  Camp^ 
"  bell  felt  the  Force  of  them  fo  much,

"  After  Dinner,  and  a  hearty  Bottle, 
"  it  was  a  Plot  amongft  them  to  car- 
''  ry  him  to  Scorlow  to  treat  him 
^'  with  a  Lady,  this  being  a  Place 
^^  very  famous  for  Women  of  Pieafure* 
*'  —  They  went  to  a  known  Recepta-^ 
"  cle  for  thofe  ^Commodities  ;  but  Mrs^ 
^'  Mitchell,  who  was  the  Woman  of 
^'  the  Houfe,  told  them^  fome  Rakes 
^'  had  been  there  Ibme.  Days  before  and 
^'  plundered  her  of  all  her  choiceft 
"  Ware,  but  fuch  as  {he  had  flie  would 
^'produce,  and  immediately  brought 
^'  in  a  huge  mafculine  Creature  enough 
"  to  fright  the  whole  Company  ;  Jhe

"  his  Lady,  but  he  excused  himfelf  and 
"  bid  them  fhew  him  an  example, 
"  for  as  yet  he  was  a  Cup  too  low  ; 
"  with  that  they  caird  for  more  Li-

^'  quor,  and  Mr.  Camphell  made  a  Sign 
"  to  the  Frow  to  fcore  with  a  double 
"  Chalk,    refolving  to  be  reveng'd  on 
"  them  for  the  Jeft  they  wanted  to  put  on 
^'  him,  as  indeed  he  was,  for  when  the 
^'  Reckoning   came    to   be   paid,  they 
^'  appearM   true   EngUJhmen  all  dumb. 
*^  —  Mr.  Cam f Ml    gave  his    Lady   a 
'^  Gilder,  and  bid  every  one  of  them 
'^  do   the    fame   by   theirs,    which    if 
^^  they  did,    he   would  confent    to  go 
^'  afide  iwith   her,    and  be    the    Bell- 
'^  weather  to  this  Piece  of  Debauche- 
^'  ry  ;  they  lookM  one  on  another,   but 
"  would  fain  have  had  their  Jeft  out, 
''  and  upbraid  edMr.  CampheJl.,  that  as  he 
"  had  his  Choice  of  the  Ladies,    and 
^^  was   the   older   Man   in    Company, 
'^  fo  he  ought  not  to  make  any  Excufe  for 
^^  not  behaving    in    the   manner   M^as 
"  expefted.  —  Look  ye,  Gentkfnen^  an- 
*^  fvver'd  he  in  Writing,    /  have  faid 
**  my  Miftrefs^   and  fiew'^d  you  aii  Ex- 
^'  ample,  which  I  do  not  perceive  you 
*•'  are  very   ready  to  follow.  —  /  did 
"  not  give  my  Money  in  Jefi,  7ior  did 
"  I  give  it  as  a  Jefi,   hut  as  a  "T>eht, 
"  all  honefi  Men   ought  to  fay.  —  And 
"  as  thefe  Women  live  hy  their  Trade^ 
"  Vii*  pity  to  defraud  them  x    eAs  for 
^^  E  ''  you 
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^'  you  Captains  of  Shi^s^  you  fnake 
"  your  poor  Taffengers  fay  half-a-Crown 
^^  a  'T>oy^  when  they  eat  not  a  Tenriy-- 
"  ziL'orth  the  whole  Voyage  :  I  think 
''  therefore  you  ought  to  fay  when  you 
"  dofh  eat,  — They  found  it  was  in 
"  vain  to  contend,  and  that  this  time 
"  the  'Biters  were  hit^  therefore  every 
*^  Man  threv/  down  his  Money,  and 
''  away  they  went. 


"  But  to  come  to  more  ferious  Af- 
"  fairs  ; —  How  little  do  thofe  in  Pro- 
^^  fperity  confider  the  Racks  of  the 
^'  DiRrefs'd  !  How  does  the  unhappy 
<^  Wretch  who  thinks  himfelf  juft  fink- 
^'  ing,  graf]^  at  every  little  Twig  to 
*'  lave  himfelf!  How  do  People  ftrive 
"  to  relieve  the  Deficiencies  of  Na- 
•^  ture !  Have  we  not  feen  a  Man 
^'  born  Vv'ithout  Hands  endeavour  to 
*^  make  up  that  Want,  and  by  con- 
*^  tinual  Praftice  and  Application,  has 
*'  brought  his  Toes  to  do  the  Service 
^'  others  receive  from  their  Fingers.  - — 
^'  Why  iliould  we  then  call  a  Man's 
''  Judgment  in  queftion,  who  invol- 
*^  ved,  perhaps,  in  the  greateft  Diffi- 
"•'  culties,  has  recourfe  to  Mr.  Camf- 
"  hlh  Art  for  Relief?     'Tis  natural 
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''  to  try  all  Remedies.  —  I  have  known 
''  a  faid  learned  Phyfician  with  a  mortal 
^'  Agony,  when  all  his  own  Preicripti- 
''  ons  faiPd,  liften  with  the  greaceft 
''  Attention  to  the  Receipts  of  an  old 
^'  Woman.  —  In  Holland  the  greateft 
''  and  wifeft  Men  would  have  given 
^^  Mr.  Cmnflell  any  Reward  for  his 
*'  Advice ;  but  his  Articles  with  thofe 
^'  Gentlemen  on  whofe  Account  he  went 
"  over,  ty'd  him  up  from  accepting  the 
"  Offers  that  were  made  him  ;  if  tliere- 
''  fore  he  is  not  made  ample  Reparation 
''  for  his  Lofs  of  Time,  the  Dangers  of 
^'  the  Sea,  and  the  Fatigues  of  IVavel- 
ling,  the  Gentlemen  will  flievv^  but 
little  Honour.  —  And  to  tell  your 
Ladyfliip  the  Truth,I  am  afraid  things 
are  not  fairly  carried  as  they  ought ; 
for  by  what  I  can  difcov^r  they  pro- 
misM  to  meet  him  at  Rotterdam^  and 
"  he  has  been  here  above  a  Fortnight, 
^'  and  can  hear  nothing  of  them. 

"  But  I  muft  not  forget  to  acquaint 
'^  you  with  one  more  Tranfaclion  of 
^'  Mr.  CampbelPsy  which  was  his  going 
"  to  the  Fifh-market ;  Some  gay  mer- 
"  ry  Sparks  being  with  him  one  Day, 
^'  he  bid  them  follow  him,  and  he  would 
^^  create  them  fome  Diverfion  ;  they  o- 
E  ?  "  beyM 
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beyM  his  Direfliions,  and  flood  at  a 
diftance  obftrving  how  he  would  be- 
have. —  He  cheapned  at  every  Stall  in 
his  way,  by  fhewing  his  Money  and 
pointing.  —  His  dumb  Signs  were  lit- 
tle intelligible  in  that  Place  \  all  the 
Women  gathered  about  him.  --  Some 
ask'd  if  he  had  been  among  thcTurks^ 
^'  and  had  his  Tongue  cut  out,  and 
he  underftanding  what  they  faid  by 
their  Motions,  much  better  than  they 
did  his  Meaning  by  his  Signs,  made 
a  doleful  Face,  and  gave  ''em  to  un- 
"  derftand  he  had  been  fervM  as  they 
"  faid,  and  in  a  worfe  manner  alio ;  at 
"  that  fome  laughM — fome  cryM — fome 
^^  pityM  —  fome  were  ready  to  throw 
"-'  Stones.  Perceiving  himfelf  furroun- 
*•  ded  he  bought  a  great  Eel,  and  be- 
''  haved  himfelf  in  lb  whimfical  a  man- 
"  ner,  that  it  would  have  been  im- 
*^  poffible  for  a  Presbyterian  Parfon  to 
"  have  retained  his  Demurenefs.— When 
'"-  he  had  had  his  Jeft  out  he  threw  away 
"  his  Eel,  and  returned  to  his  Compa- 
"  nions.— After  which  they  took  him 
"  to  Surgeons  Hall  —  where  an  Old 
''  Woman  fliewM  him  the  Anatomies  ; 
"  an  Adam  and  Eve  naked,  a  Suterkin, 
and  many  other  Curiofities  as  they 

''  caird 
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"  caird  them  ;  but  at  lafl:  they  point- 
^'  ed  to  a  great  Rat's-Skin  ftufFed  with 
*^  Hay,  which  hung  up  in  the  middle 
*'  of  the  Hall.  —  Mr.  Cam^lell  having 
^'  a  natural  Averfion  to  thofe  Animals, 
^^  now  paid  dear  for  his  Curiofity. — 
"  He  was  immediately  feizM  with  thofe 
*^  terrible  Fits  which  are  fometimes  fo 
*^  afflifting  to  him,  and  went  home 
^'  very  ill.  —  He  was  another  time  very 
^^  handfomely  entertained  by  the  Wi- 
<^  dow  Toms^  fhe  is  a  Woman  of  great 
^'  Senfe,  has  tranflated  feveral  Things 
"  from  the  French  and  other  Languages. 
^'  — She  feemed  very  well  pleasM  with 
^'  Mr.  Camphelly  and  they  were  agreeable 
^'  Companions.  —  They  talk  of  his  co- 
*'  ming  away  foon  —  By  next  Packet 
^'  I  fliall  be  able  to  inform  your  Lady- 
"  fliip  of  his  farther  Succefs,  and  am  in 
1^  the  mean  time,

This,  my  Lord,  is  the  Account 
I  receivM  from  my  Emiffary,  with  this 
Addition  only,  that  Mr.  Campbell  (aw 
neither  of  the  Perfbns  who  had  engagM 
him  to  take  the  Voyage,  and  I  fear  one 
of  them  has  not  dealt  with  that  Sinceri- 
ty he  ought ;  for  by  the  greateft  Acci- 
dent in  the  World  I  happened  foon  after 
to  be  in  Company  with  a  Friend  of  his, 
who  told  me  he  was  at  Amfterdam^  — 
How,  faid  I,  very  much  furpriz'd,  I 
thought  Mr.  Campbell  had  been  ap- 
pointed to  meet  him  at  Rotterdam :  ~ 
—Yes,  reply M  he  fmiling,  what  your 
Ladyfhip  fays  is  true  ;  but  certainly 
Mr.  Campheirs  Genii  might  have  in- 
formed him  where  to  have  found  the 
Perfon  on  whofe  account  he  went,  much 

better  than  any  Direftion. 1  could 

not  help  thinking  this  F.vafion  highly 
bafe ;  it  is  not  to  be  doubted  but  that 
he,  who  can  difcover  Things  at  the 
greateft  diftance,  both  as  to  place  and 
time,  might  eafily  have  {ttn  into  theDe- 
fign  of  this,  had  he  endeavoured  it ;  but 
he  was  too  much  taken  up  with  othci' 
Studies,  to  lay  out  any  part  of  his  Time 
on  an  Affair,  which  he  had  not  fo  ill  an 
Opinion  of  the  Gentleman  as  to  fufpefl. 
——He  had  already  given  him  fo  many 

Proots 
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proofs  of  his  Capacity  that  he  feem'd 
not  to  defire  more,  much  lefs  was  it 
reafonable  to  believe,  if  he  would  jefl 
away  Mr.  Camfbtlfs  Time,  lie  would 
that  which  fliould  be  fpent  in  Iiis  own 
Bufinefs,  and  for  which  he  had  con- 
traftedto  give  fo  large  a  Sum  of  Money 
—  But  whether  our  Oracle  did,  or  did 
not  know  where  they  were,  is  not  the 
Queftion.  — He  was  orderM  to  go  to 
Rotterdam^  he  perform.ed  his  Agree- 
ment, and  it  was  their  Bufinefs  to  meet 
him,  as  they  promised,  not  his  to  go 
in  fearch  of  them  — He,  like  a  true  Sol- 
dier kept  his  Poft,  and  if  they  think 
to  leffen  either  his  Reputation,  or  the 
Profit  he  proposed  by  hazzarding  his 
Life,  and  difobliging  his  Clients  at 
Home,  it  will  not  only  be  meanly 
ungenerous,  but  alfb  ridiculous  to  the 
World.  —  I  am  fatisfy'd  the  Voyage 
was  of  fo  much  prejudice  to  his  Health, 
that  for  a  long  time  he  continued  fo 
111  after  his  Return,  that  he  was  inca- 
pable of  doing  any  Bufinefs,  and  by 
not  appearing  publickly  gave  Occafion 
for;a  Report  being  fpread  all  over  the 
Town  that  he  was  dead.  —  He  is  now, 
however,  perfeftly  recovered  ;  and  re- 
ceives Vifits   as  ufual  from  the  inqui- 
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litive  or  diftrefs'd.- —  I  have  not,  a  great 
while,  ieen  a  more  polite  Affembly  of 
Gentlemen  and  Ladies  than  I  met  the 
other  Day  at  his  Houfe  in  Buckingham- 
court  2Lt  Whitehall'^  he  gave  general  Sa- 
tisfaftion,  and  a  pleas'd  Amazement 
might  be  feen  in  every  Face  at  the  pro- 
digious Effefts  of  his  Capacity.  —  I 
have  furnifhed  my  Obfervation  with 
three  or  four  diverting  Paflages  which 
have  happened  fince  his  Return,  which 
I  fhall  not  fail  to  Communicate  to 
your  Lordlliip,  but  have  already 
fweU'd  this  Epiftle  beyond  the  length 
of  a  Letter,  and  fhall  therefore  conclude 
for  thi:>  time,  with  afluring  you,  that  I 
am.
